Dies at 80 


Ole Burton, a pioneer of Dane 


county and civil war veteran, for 
many years a prominent farmer of 
the town of Primrose, died at his 
home 
at Chelsea, Taylor 
county, 


Saturday night, aged SO years. 


He was bom. in Valdexs, Norway, 


Decfl 20, 1840, and came with- his 
parents to America in 1848, settling 
in the town of Btoe Mounds, beiog 
thus among tho pioneers of western 
Dane county. Before and after the 
•civil war, Barton taught schools in 
the towns of Blue Mounds, Perrj 
and Primrose. He enlisted in Com- 
pany D, 23d Wisconsin, and partici- 
pated in the operation? in Kentucky 
Tennessee and Arkansas, the rec 
river expedition and the reduction 
of Mobile. At Blakely and Spanish 
Fort he took part in the two last 
battles of the war.

town. He was town clerk of Prim- 
rose frora 3871 to 1S85, except for 
three years when he was supervisor.

nated R. J', La Follette

WASHINGTON—The £ovcn>m«« 


won a string of victories today in u»« 
come tax decisions handed down bH 
the supreme court. 


Solicitor Gen. Frierson 
declared 


the government's position had beeJt 
upheld completely. The effect of th« 
rulings, hi' added, was that any gaisr 
derived from corporate bond or cap- 
ital asset investments was taxable 
as income, '-he amount of 
mcom« 


subject iu .-.uch taxation still to b* 
estimated from March 1, 1913. 


Increase ii: the value of corporate 


bonds originally acquired and held 
for investment, is taxable under th«' 
revenge act of 1916, the 
suprem* 


court ruled. 


The supreme court reversed thai 


decision of federal courts of Connec- 
ticut on the question of whether aS 
income tux could be levied against 
an increase in the value of securities 
purchased and held as an invest- 
ment, but ruled that the tax could 
only be imposed on the actual gain, 


Thousands of cases ofjncome as- 


sessments come within this decision 
of the court upon which depended 
the necessity of the government re* 
funding millions of dollars hi ta««. 


Profits realized from the sate* at 


assets of a trust fund are tmabla 
Tinder income excess profits, law, th« 
supreme court held.

the league is limited to seven schools, 
The withdrawal of Obenin in 191S 
created a vacancy which will be 
filled this year. 


On February 22, 3901, Hon.. Frank 


0. Lowden of Chicago, .gave the 
league securities which yield annual- 
ly $175. One hundred and fifty dol- 
lars of the interest from the endow- 
ment fund is placed a^ follows: At 
the annual contest the student re- 
ceiving first honor is awarded $100, 
nnd the one receiving second hono-s, 
S50. These awards are known as the 
Lowden testimonials. The remaining 
$25 are placed in a sinking fund, the 
interest accruing froto which may 
in. time be used , i increase the tes- 
timonial by equal amounts.

contest has been held, Wisconsin has 
won three firsts and ten seconds. 
Wisconsin men who have taken first

Extensile Equipment Planned. 
The new hospital will cost about 


?1,200,OOG, of which $800,000 will be 
expended 
on 
construction and 


$400,000 on equipment and furnish- 
ings. It is to be six stories high and 
ftill contain three hundred beds. The 
first floor will include a large wait- 
ing room, thirty-four examination 
rooms, the 
hospital record 
room, 


pharmacy, kitchen and store rooms, 
the nurse's ward and X-ray laborat- 
ories. Each ward will have a sun 
porch and on the roof there will be 
an open garden where patients may 
exercise. 


Students 
will serve as internes 


and assistants, and the specialists 
on the staff will also £er« j on the 
medical school faculty so that theory 
and practice will be combined. 
All 


possible ^facilities for handling state 
cases will be installed. 


The university plans to graduate 


75 doctors each year. 
Wisconsin 


needs 125 new doctors a year in or- 
der to keep the required number in 
the state.

Great Friend of the Common Good is Lost to Wisconsin; Was 


Picturesque Figure in State's Life. 


POLLY AND HER PALS—Relationship Undefined 


By CLIFF STERRET7 


I 


N the death of Dr. Charles McCarthy, this commonwealth has 
lost a picturesque figure in its political life. 


Dr. McCarthy was a great force in Wisconsin in pushing 


these great movements that make for democracy. Year after 
year his hlffh piping voice has been a familiar one in the halls 
of legislation where he has usually been surrounded by a group 
of interested legislators who were listening intently to his ideas 
on the initiative and referendum, direct primaries, changes in 
the constitution and other vital needs. 
It is probably safe to 


say that Dr. McCarthy's interest in public questions was of such 
a consuming nature that he burned much of his physical energy 
thereby and his early death is the result. 


Dr. McCarthy's greatest constructive work which he leaves 


to Wisconsin and to democracy was the bill drafting department 
of the legislature. Years ago. members of the legislature were 
compelled to depend upon attorneys, usually lawyers for cor- 
porations, to draft the bills introduced in the legislature. Mem- 
bers of the legislature were usually at. the mercy of men who 
thought more of their private interests than of the public in- 
terest. Now the poorest assemblyman can ask for a bill on a 
question in which he is interested and he will get a measure 
that will be correctly drawn and will stand every assault of the 
high priced attorneys of the special interests. 


Of recent years Dr. McCarthy was not as closely aligned 


with progressive forces in Wisconsin as he had been in earlier 
years. 
Politically, Dr. McCarthy was a democrat. He con- 


tinued his loyalty to (he Wilson administration at a time when 
progressives in Wisconsin were denouncing the Wilson admin- 
istration as subversive of democracy. 


"Charlie" McCarthy was a good fighter in the advancement 


of the common people. 
He came up from poor people at Brock- 


ton, Mass. 
He went through "the mill" that the poorer classes 


;ire compelled to go through. He knew their troubles and their 
problems. 
' 


"Charlie" McCarthy has gone too soon. There are but few 


men in these days \vho are willing to sacrifice their own per- 
sonal interests in behalf of the common welfare. 
Dr. McCarthy 


thought in terms of the public good. He will be missed in Wis- 
consin. 


A GOOD START 


T IS to be hoped that the arrest and conviction of the person 


found pruilty of throwing- pennies upon the Orpheum stage 


will lead to a discontinuance of the rowdy practices that are be- 
coming all too prevalent in local theaters. 


Now that the matter has been brought to public attention, 


theater owners will make a hit with the theater going public 
if they will go one step further and take the same action toward 
those chatterboxes who have so little regard for their neighbors 
that they continue their incessant small talk during the theater 
or the movie. 
They seem perfectly oblivious to the fact that 


there are OTHER people in the theater who would like the op- 
portunity of hearing the actors rather than the tenth row aisle. 
These gum chewing gossips seem to define the theater as a place 
in which to park for the evening and where they can indulge in 
parlor talk on what Mamie said and on how Harold got the hooks 
from Edythe. 


This practice of talking during the theater and the movies 


has been on the increase in Madison. The people who indulge 
in that sort of discourtesy should be made to feel the force of 
public opinion.
